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Korbel sawmill to be shuttered 


GreEEN DiAMonpD REsovurRCE Co. 

KORBEL — California Redwood 
Company announced last week that 
it intends to close down operation of 
its Korbel sawmill in February 2015. 
Korbel is located outside of Blue Lake. 

Company president Douglas Reed 
said, “We have made the difficult de- 
cision to move toward an indefinite 
shutdown of Korbel in February. To- 
day, we provided notification to af- 
fected employees. For at least the next 
60 days we will provide these employ- 
ees with employment counseling and 
other resources while we prepare for 
the transition that lies ahead. This 
shutdown likely will end our compa- 
ny’s involvement in lumber manufac- 
turing in California.” 

Reed expressed the difficulty of 
making this decision and his gratitude 


to the employees of the Korbel facility. 

“We have been manufacturing 
lumber in California for roughly half 
a century, so this decision comes only 
after a great deal of thought and with 
considerable sadness. The shutdown 
in February will mean the loss of jobs 
for many skilled, valuable and loyal 
employees. I assure you, I don’t take 
these decisions lightly. Ultimately, 
though, this move will focus our at- 
tention on the core business of man- 
aging our California timberlands. Our 
co-workers who will be directly af- 
fected by this move have my sympa- 
thy and my gratitude for many years 
of commitment to operating and sup- 
porting the Korbel sawmill.” 

Several weeks ago, the company 
began actively marketing the Korbel 
mill to companies and investors that 


focus on lumber manufacturing. 

At this time, there is no purchaser 
who would continue to operate the mill. 

The company is hopeful that a 
proven lumber manufacturer will 
see opportunity in owning, operating 
and, perhaps, improving the mill with 
its superior location close to a sub- 
stantial supply of timber. 

California Redwood Company’s 
owner, Green Diamond Resource 
Company, will continue to focus on 
its core business: the California tim- 
berlands that include 400,000 acres 
of redwood and Douglas fir that are 
sustainably managed to produce logs 
for sale in the local timber markets. 

Green Diamond is a privately-held 
forest products company that owns 
and manages working forest lands in 
Washington and California. 


Rancheria gets thumbs up from White House 


Bue LAKE RANCHERIA 

BLUE LAKE — On Dec. 
4, the Blue Lake Ranche- 
ria Tribe was acclaimed by 
the White House as a “Cli- 
mate Action Champion” for 
its progress in energy effi- 
ciency, renewable energy, 
greenhouse gas emission 
reductions and community 
resiliency activities. 

The Climate Action 
Champion competition was 
open to all local and tribal 
governments in the United 
States, and the Blue Lake 
Rancheria was one of 16 
communities, and one of 
two tribal governments, se- 
lected for the award. 

The Blue Lake Rancheria 
joins the Sault Ste. Marie 
Tribe of Chippewa Indians 
and other notable winners, 
including Boston, Mass., 
Portland, Ore., San Fran- 
cisco, and Seattle, Wash. 


Climate Action Champion 
communities are eligible to 
receive technical assistance 
and funding for further work 
in environmental protection 
and resiliency efforts. 

“The Tribe has invested in 
a wide variety of energy con- 
servation and renewable en- 
ergy projects. These work to 
increase energy security and 
self-sufficiency, and signifi- 
cantly reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions,” said Jana 
Ganion, energy director for 
the tribe. “As a result, the 
tribe is becoming well-po- 
sitioned for the impacts of 
climate change, at the same 
time working as fast as pos- 
sible to help reverse it.” 

The rancheria, a tribal 
community of about 200 
people and 51 tribal mem- 
bers, has reduced energy 
consumption by 35  per- 
cent, built the first hotel in 


California to be used as a 
model of energy efficiency 
by the local utility, com- 
pleted dozens of energy 
efficiency upgrades, sup- 
ports a community-wide 
recycling program (70-plus 
tons per year) and has en- 
tered into an agreement 
with the American Red 
Cross to serve as a shelter 
in emergency events. 
Current climate action 
projects include installing 
electric vehicle charging 
stations; migrating tribal 
vehicles to electric vehi- 
cles and hybrids; install- 
ing solar arrays on low-in- 
come residences on the 
rancheria; using waste oil 
from the tribe’s kitchens 
to manufacture biodiesel 
to power the tribe’s transit 
buses (the Mad River valley 
region’s only public trans- 
port) and commissioning a 


renewable biomass-fueled 
fuel cell power system (es- 
timated to be complete by 
March, 2015). 

Future projects include 
onsite solar energy con- 
trolled with a microgrid con- 
troller to have the ability to 
generate emergency power 
onsite for months at a time. 

The tribe has worked 
closely with local profes- 
sional experts in energy, 
resiliency, and  environ- 
ment in its climate action 
work, including the Schatz 
Energy Research Center, 
Redwood Coast  Ener- 
gy Authority, Humboldt 
State University and the 
HSU Sponsored Programs 
Foundation, Pacific Gas & 
Electric and several private 
technology partners, all of 
whom have made signifi- 
cant contributions to the 
tribe’s projects. 


Blue Lake unveils Climate Action Plan

BLUE LAKE -— The City of Blue Lake took a step towards 
climate change preparedness Saturday, Dec. 6, hosting a 
town hall meeting to present the city’s new Climate Action 
Plan. The plan will serve as a framework of goals and policies 
designed to guide the city in a more eco-friendly direction. 

According to the document, prepared by the Redwood 
Coast Energy Authority (RCEA) and Streamline Planning 
Consultants, addressing the effects of global climate change 
can help the city save money, increase public health, and 
reduce the city’s susceptibility to the impacts of peak oil. 

In an introductory letter, Mayor Sherman Shapiro said 
that “Climate change and energy security may be the most 
significant long-term challenges that our community will 
face in the foreseeable future.” 

The meeting, which was attended by local energy ex- 
perts and city staff, was held to introduce the plan to the 
public and facilitate discussion. Some ideas to come out of 
the meeting were improved ride-sharing networking, sup- 


port for the Annie & Mary bike trail, and an educational 
eco-fair to promote sustainable activity. 

Steps that the city plans to take include the reduction 
of energy consumption, the installation of an electric car 
charging station and the addition of an electric car to the 
city fleet. The city has established a goal of reducing carbon 
emissions by 16 percent by 2050, something the RCEA’s 
Jerome Carman calls “a realistic expectation of change.” 

“They have created what I believe are achievable ac- 
tions,” said Carman. The city’s greenhouse gas inventory, 
which was funded through a grant from California’s Stra- 
tegic Growth Council, was also included in the plan. 

Forty-five homes in the city have already been assessed 
for potential energy savings by the RCEA and the Red- 
wood Community Action Agency, which provides energy 
services to low-income households. Solar site surveys have 
also been conducted on 22 homes. 

Carman said that most of the state’s policies are geared 
towards urban areas, but he hopes that Blue Lake can 
serve as a model for other rural areas.

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Peninsula pipeline 
nearing completion

SAMOA PENINSULA — The Humboldt Bay Mu- 
nicipal Water District will soon complete a water 
pipeline project on the Samoa Peninsula. 

The pipeline on the sandy spit replaces old lines 
installed in the 1970s. The dated lines, made of 
Tech Lite, a fiberglass reinforced material, “turned 
out to be not a very good product,” said HBMWD 
Business Manager John Friedenbach. The project, 
which is scheduled to be 
completed in February, 
was 75 percent federal- 
ly funded by a Federal 
Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) 
hazard mitigation grant. 

Three new fire hy- 
drants were also added, 
paid for independently 
of the grant, which did 
not cover the cost of 
the additional security 
measure. 

The replaced line will 
extend from Samoa to 
Fairhaven. The replace- 
ment project cost about 
$3 million. 

Jetty facelift 

The North Jetty, a 
Bureau of Land Management recreation area lo- 
cated at the southern tip of the Samoa Peninsula, 
received a facelift with the help of a $1 million re- 
paving job. 

Funded through the Federal Lands Access Pro- 
gram (FLAP), the jetty paving project was deemed a 
valuable investment of federal funds due to the tens 
of thousands of visitors who use the area to ride all 
terrain vehicles, walk and bike along the bay. 

The program typically funds projects in areas 
with high visitation, said Assistant Field Manager 
Ben Blom. “The jetty is the Bureau’s most popular 
recreation site.”

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Use of Measure Z money sparks debate

McKINLEYVILLE — The committee 
that will recommend how to use sales 
tax revenue from the Measure Z bal- 
lot measure will be juggling a range of 
spending options, and competition is 
already emerging. 

The question of which services to 
fund — and where — was explored when 
the Board of Supervisors approved the 
make-up of a Measure Z advisory com- 
mittee at its Dec. 2 meeting. 

During a public comment session, 
county Undersheriff Billy Honsal said 
Measure Z’s thrust was placing “depu- 
ties out in the rural parts of the coun- 
ty,” adding that the focus should be on 
“McKinleyville especially.” 

The McKinleyville Municipal Advi- 
sory Committee (McKMAC) “brought 
this together because they needed more 
cops in McKinleyville,” Honsal contin- 
ued, referring to the McKMAC’s recom- 
mendation to propose a public safety 
sales tax measure. “You saw the need 
— we need more deputies out there so 
that’s what this is all about.” 

Supervisor Estelle Fennell offered 
“a minor note here because it’s sensi- 
tive to me” and told Honsal that, “you 
heard loud and clear from the South- 
ern Humboldt area also about their 
concerns regarding public safety and 
their hope and trust that those con- 
cerns will be addressed by Measure Z’s 
funds.” 

The discussion then turned to Hon- 
sal’s recommendation that the county 
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Winter Nightly Specials

administrative officer give presenta- 
tions on spending options to the Mea- 
sure Z advisory committee. County 
Administrative Officer Phillip Smith- 
Hanes discouraged that, saying it does 
not reflect the intent of voters on how 
the committee should work. 

Supervisors supported having the 
advisory committee consist of nine 
members — five appointed by each su- 
pervisor, two appointed through board 
votes and two appointed by the county 
Sheriff's Office and fire chiefs’ associa- 
tion respectively. 

The Sheriffs Office and fire associa- 
tion appointees will be directly involved 
in policing and firefighting. Having 
committee members with affiliations 
to agencies who will lobby for Measure 
Z funding concerned Supervisor Mark 
Lovelace but he ultimately joined a 
unanimous vote in favor of it. 

Similarly, Fennell proposed that the 
committee not include county or fire- 
fighting agency employees when the 
board discussed the committee last 
month. But at last week’s meeting, she 
supported the inclusion of Sheriffs Of- 
fice and firefighting officials. 

Ken Woods, the president of the fire 
chiefs’ association, said his group has 
already chosen its representative — Bri- 
an Anderson, the chief of the Redway 
Fire Protection District. Woods said 
rural fire departments need funding to 
achieve basic service levels. 

“We're looking at funding just to 
bring those volunteer departments up 
to a very minimum level,” he contin- 


ued, emphasizing that Measure Z was 
presented as a means of funding public 
safety services. 

But the discussion also acknowl- 
edged the importance of work that is 
associated with public safety and done 
by the offices of the district attorney, 
probation chief and public defender. 

And Phil Crandall, the director of 
the county’s Department of Health and 
Human Services, reminded that abat- 
ing homelessness ranked high in the 
county’s Measure Z public survey. “The 
same amount of public interest was 
for homeless abatement as it was for 
out-stationing deputies,” he said. 

Supervisor Virginia Bass said that 
in Eureka, “Homeless issues have hit 
more than a boiling point.” 

The sales tax increase will be in ef- 
fect in cities as well as county areas. 
Bass said that a lack of responsiveness 
will be perceived if homeless reduction 
services are not included in Measure Z 
spending. 

The Measure Z committee members 
will serve staggered four-year terms. 
Measure Z has a five-year span and is 
expected to bring in an additional $6 
million of budget revenue to the county 
each year. 

The half-cent sales tax increase will 
be in effect starting April 1, 2015, but 
the county will not receive the addition- 
al revenue until June, 2015. 

Smith-Hanes said the measure’s ad- 
visory committee needs to be fully ap- 
pointed and ready for work by the end 
of this coming February.

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Crime, rent control before MCKMAC

McKINLEYVILLE — The town’s adviso- 
ry committee will discuss law enforcement, 
citizen patrols, Central Avenue and a pro- 
posal to have rent control in mobile home 
parks at its meeting next week. 

The McKinleyville Municipal Advisory 
Committee (McKMAC) meets on Wednes- 
day, Dec. 17 at the Azalea Conference Cen- 
ter, located at the rear of McKinleyville 
Middle School at 2275 Central Ave. The 
meeting begins at 5 p.m. and is open to the 
public. 

The McKMAC is scheduled to hear a 
presentation from Sheriff Mike Downey 
on plans to expand staffing in the wake of 
Measure Z, the half-cent sales tax that was 
approved by voters in November. The idea 
for the sales tax came from the McKMAC, 
which urged the county to pursue a tax to 
fund public safety services. 

In a related matter, the McKMAC will 
hear a presentation from resident Dave Var- 
shock, one of the founders of McKinleyville 
Citizens on Patrol. The newly formed group 
has unarmed volunteers patrolling neigh- 
borhoods in an effort to reduce crime. 


Central Avenue 

Tom Mattson, the Director of Humboldt 
County Public Works, is scheduled to give 
the McKMAC an update on the Central Av- 
enue project. The county has received grant 
funds to make improvements between Anna 
Sparks Way and Hiller Road. The McKMAC 
may also discuss other road improvement 
projects. 

Rent control 

The possible sale of the Ocean West Se- 
nior Village in McKinleyville by the Swan- 
lund Family to a company called Inspire 
Communities has at least one resident 
calling for rent control in senior mobile 
home parks. 

Hilary Mosher, who lives in one of the 
127 homes at the park on Murray Road, is 
concerned that the corporation will raise 
rents in the park. In response, she is calling 
for rent control. 

The McKMAC will discuss the idea and 
has the option of supporting the idea, not 
supporting it or staying neutral. 

The McKMAC will end the meeting with 
a discussion about its meeting time and lo- 
cation and may hear reports from commit- 
tee members.

property under $950 in value, to 
misdemeanors. Board Chair Rex 
Bohn said the law has resulted in 
releases from the county jail and 
will intensify crime. 

“Our jail population has 
dropped by 35 percent in the last 
three weeks,” he said, as inmates 
have “been petitioning the courts 
to have their charges reduced.” 

The county’s releases number 
120 people, Bohn continued, add- 
ing that if not for the passage of 
Measure Z and Measure Q, the 
county and City of Eureka sales 
tax measures, “We would be look-

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ing at a tsunami of desperation by 
our public.” 

Bohn highlighted the increased 
workload for police and Sher- 
iffs deputies. “I don’t think we 
can underestimate what our law 
enforcement and boots-on-the- 
ground guys are putting up with 
right now,” he said. “It is a — basi- 
cally — crap storm out there right 
now these guys are facing.” 

Supervisor Virginia Bass 
agreed with Bohn’s assessment, 
saying that when voters approved 
the law, “No one really bargained 
for what they’re going to be expe- 
riencing.” 


She asked County Administra- 
tive Officer Phillip Smith-Hanes if 
there are ways the state can help. 

He explained that _legisla- 
tion approved by voters can’t be 
amended by the legislature but 
the county can lobby for funding 
for drug treatment and other so- 
cial programs. 

“Most communities — urban or 
rural but it’s particularly acute in 
the rural areas — don’t have ade- 
quate treatment options for the 
volume of people, as Supervisor 
Bohn noted, who are being re- 
leased,” said Smith-Hanes. 

Bohn said that the ballot state- 


ment for Prop. 47 was misleading. 
Supervisor Estelle Fennell also 
said voters may not have under- 
stood the measure. 

“I don’t know how many peo- 
ple would have voted for it if they 
had known that it now meant 
somebody could steal $950 from 
their car or their home and be 
charged with a misdemeanor 
instead of a felony,” she said. “I 
think people did not understand, 
in some instances, what they 
were unleashing.” 

Fennell described Prop. 47 as 
an unfunded mandate that has 
been created by voters instead of 
the state legislature. Supervisors 
agreed that lobbying for drug 
treatment and other funding re- 
lated to Prop. 47’s effects should 
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be added to the county’s legisla- 
tive platform. 

Other items on the platform in- 
clude requesting that the county’s 
ordinances on medical marijua- 
na be considered when the state 
drafts its own laws, reinstatement 
of state funding for the William- 
son Act farmland preservation 
program and lobbying for leg- 
islation that enables removal of 
Klamath River dams. 

Also at the meeting, supervi- 
sors gave final approval to the 
consolidation of the Coroner’s 
Office into the Sheriff's Office and 
Supervisor Estelle Fennell was 
appointed as the upcoming year’s 
board chair. Supervisor Mark 
Lovelace was appointed as vice- 
chair. 


At the ground breaking ceremony, Jen- 
kins said that this will be the first hardware 
store he has worked in that is actually lo- 
cated in a building designed for a hardware 
store. Jenkins previously worked at the old 
Hensel’s Hardware in Arcata back before 
the fire of 1990. He opened his current lo- 
cation inside the old Safeway building and 
expanded it into two adjacent buildings 
that are connected.

The existing lumber yard structure 
will be moved to the new location. 

The store’s need to move was prompted 
by the purchase of the property at its exist- 


ing location by Eureka Natural Foods last 
May. With his lease set to expire in May 
2015, Jenkins had to work quickly to find a 
suitable replacement property, get financ- 
ing and permits for the new building. 

Although the county Planning and 
Building Department often gets blasted 
for its red tape, Jenkins was appreciative 
of how the process worked for his new 
store. 

“T will have to say it’s actually gone rath- 
er smooth,” Jenkins said at the ceremony. 

“They really did hustle this through,” 
said Fifth District Supervisor Ryan Sund- 
berg about the permitting process. 

After Jenkins makes his move to the new 
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store, Eureka Natural Foods will remodel 
the old building and open a new natural 
foods store at that location by the end of 
2015. 

Jenkins has other plans for the northern 
business district. After he is done with the 
current project, he plans to construct a new 
building at the southwest corner of Central

Avenue and Murray Road for his sporting 
goods business, Black Dog Outfitters. He 
also plans to open The Kitchen Store at an 
existing retail building nearby. Both these 
businesses are now housed inside Jenkins’ 
current location. 

All in all, Jenkins will bring three new 
retail stores to the north Central area.

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sions will have to wait until the re- 
turn of toxicology tests. 

Markin’s body was found par- 
tially submerged in Janes Creek 
at the end of Heather Lane. The 
area is accessible by a muddy trail 
that connects Alliance Road with 
the bedraggled field where the Eel 
River Sawmill was once located. 

Following his disappearance, 
APD officers scoured the area, 
searching the fields, even ford- 
ing the creek in waders to the ex- 
tent that they could. Janes Creek 
flows through a privately owned 
and not well maintained concrete 
culvert, whose 60-inch pipe is 
choked with woody debris. 

“Officers had probed it,” Dok- 
weiler said. “They went back nu- 
merous times.” 

Dokweiler said changing water 
levels sometimes dislodge items 
in waterways, so Tuesday, with 
storms predicted and Janes Creek 
at the lowest level it would likely 
be for a while, APD officers were 
back at it again. 

There, about 30 feet west of 
the concrete culvert, an APD park 
ranger sighted the body. Though 
the banks are deeply covered in 
blackberry brambles, the body 
was visible in plain sight from the 
trail. 

A California Dept. of Correc- 
tions inmate work crew had been 
working on clearing a stretch 
of the creek a few hundred feet 
to the west of the location a few 
weeks ago, Dokweiler said, but 
apparently noticed nothing. 

That and the lack of reports 
from any other passers-through 
on the well-used trail suggests

that the body was transported 
there in some fashion. 

“It had probably been in some 
other location,” Dokweiler said. 
“Passersby would have noticed.” 

Markin’s without-a-trace dis- 
appearance had puzzled police. 
His mobility was compromised, 
and though he could walk short 
distances, he used an electric 
wheelchair that he did not take 
with him. Nor did he take his wal- 
let or diabetes medication. Now 
that his remains have been locat- 
ed, police are focusing on those 
mysterious details. 

Along with the physical search, 
APD reviewed video footage of 
the area and checked out vehicles 
that were in the area at the time 


of Markin’s disappearance. They 
also brought in 16 individuals for 
questioning. “They were people 
who had a connection with him,” 
Dokweiler said. “Friends and as- 
sociates.” 

The interviews allowed police 
to reconstruct Markin’s final eve- 
ning in his apartment. He was 
last seen there around 1 a.m. on 
Friday, Oct. 24. “We were able to 
accurately chronicle his day and 
narrow it down to a fairly short 
period of time,” Dokweiler said. 

A reported sighting of Markin 
at the Arcata Transit Center later 
in the day led to review of secu- 
rity video, which ruled him out. 
“There was an individual who 
looked very much like Randy Mar- 
kin,” Dokweiler said. “You could 
understand why they thought it 
was him. But on looking closer, it 
was not him.” 

Various scenarios could ex- 
plain Markin’s vanishing. Maybe 
he was impaired in some way, and 
dazedly wandered the 1,000 feet 
or so between his Arcata Garden 
Apartments home and the creek, 
and fell in. He was known to fre- 
quent the Union 76 mini-mart 
along the way, where he pur- 
chased lottery tickets and grocer- 
ies. Or he could have intentionally 
ended his life. 

Another highly speculative ru- 
mor making the rounds involves 
Markin overdosing on drugs while 
socializing with friends in his 
apartment, and being transported 
off site, possibly to the creek. 

Unconscious drug overdose 
victims have been anonymous- 
ly dropped off at the Mad River 
Community Hospital ER, and

even placed out on the lawn out- 
side cannabis grow houses for 
first responders to pick up. 

“We've heard that theory,”- 
Dokweiler said. “But there’s no 
way to know that.” 

He said APD has no certain- 
ty as to who, if anyone, was with 
Markin on his final evening. It’s 
unclear why anyone present at the 
time of his death would move his 
body, and not just leave. 

“We're hoping that the autopsy 
will give us more information,”- 
Dokweiler said. 

Van Buskirk said that while 
toxicology results would take 
weeks, certain types of autopsy 
findings which could indicate a 
cause of death might be readily 
apparent and releasable to the 
public. 

These might include a violent 


injury or even a stroke, which in- 
volves pooling of blood. 

“If we see something obvious, 
there are things that can be told 
immediately,” Van Buskirk said. 

Dokweiler said he may be able 
to release more investigative in- 
formation following disclosure of 
autopsy results. 

Markin was an avid collector 
of lava lamps, hundreds of which 
lined his apartment. Those and 
other possessions have been re- 
moved. 

Bonnie Hughes, executive di- 
rector of Humboldt Bay Housing 
Development Corp that admin- 
isters and manages the Arcata 
Garden Apartments, said family 
members had contacted her agen- 
cy and assisted with disposition of 
Markin’s personal effects. 

“It’s very sad,” Hughes said.

Airport issues & oddities 

I’m writing in response to the article in 
the Nov. 26, 2014 issue of the Mad Riv- 
er Union titled “Airport to get new look.” 
The subtitle of this article implies that an 
effort is underway to lure back passen- 
gers to ACV, but I think the real issues 
are ticket prices and flight reliability. 

For many years, United Airlines has 
held our region hostage with expensive 
tickets, delayed flights, and discounted 
tickets to drive out new carriers. They 
know the cost of fuel, meals, park- 
ing and lodging for someone to drive 
to another airport. They use this cost 
to price their tickets and bet that the 
daunting four to six hours of drive time 
(each way) will be enough to convince 
travelers to fly with them. 

While murals, exhibits, art displays 
might make the airport a nice place for 
the local community to spend a rainy 
afternoon, they are not likely to “lure” 
more passengers. Likewise, hosting 
trade fairs and expos won’t generate 
much ridership or revenue unless they 
can attract a steady stream of organi- 
zations from the rest of California to fly 
here throughout the year. 

As to flight reliability, I have some 
concerns given the paragraph that 
states, “In September, the Bureau of 
Transportation Statistics reported that 
over 90 percent of all flights out of the 
McKinleyville airport made it to their 
final destination.” If you speed-read 
past the word “final,” you get a pretty 
scary message. What happened to the 
other 10 percent? The Bermuda Trian- 
gle comes to mind. What if your flight’s 
“final” destination was Sacramento or 
San Francisco? This message might 
not fly well for increasing ridership. 

As for marketing and name recogni-

tion the new name of our airport, the 
California Redwood Coast Humboldt 
County Airport (CRCHCA), defies 
gravity. It’s not a name, it’s a descrip- 
tor. Even this article refers to it as the 
Airport, ACV, and the McKinleyville 
airport. What’s wrong with Redwood 
Coast Airport (RCA) or Redwood Re- 
gional Airport (RRA)? After all, we 
need to include Del Norte in our rider- 
ship area. At least it would have three 
letters like most airports. 

All this said I do want to applaud all 
the people who have worked long and 
hard to attract new carriers to our air- 
port. I know it’s not easy and I wish you 
success in all your various endeavors.

Require cop bodycams 

On Nov. 18, 2014, the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Redwood Chapter of the 
ACLU of Northern California unani- 
mously adopted a resolution calling for 
all peace officers in Humboldt County 
to wear body cameras while on official 
duty. In a study conducted by the Rialto 
Police Department and reported in the 
New York Times on April 6, 2013, titled 
“Wearing a Badge, and a Video Cam- 
era,” it was found that body camera use 
by police reduced use-of -force incidents 
by 60 percent, and reduced citizen com- 
plaints against the police by 88 percent. 

In the past 10 years, police in Hum- 
boldt County have killed Cheri Lyn 
Moore, Christopher Burgess, Martin 
Cotton, Gabriel Cuevas-Maldonado, 
Jonni Honda, Zachary Cook, David Se- 


quoia, Robert Garth, Eloy Infante-To- 
scano, Peter Stewart and Tommy Mc- 
Clain. Clearly, change is needed. The 
death of Cheri Moore did prompt some 
reforms in how police handle mentally 
ill people locally, and those reforms are 
to be applauded. We believe that intro- 
duction of mandatory body cameras 
will benefit both citizens and police.

A dark cloud looms over Sunny Brae trails 
City flying blind as Red Bull-engorged trail tyrants take over 


he Sunny Brae forest trail issues 
| are far from resolved. While 
Kevin [Hoover] did a good job of 
reporting he uncharacteristically gave 
Forest Management Committee (FMC) 
members and city staff a pass 
by letting them avoid address- 
ing certain key issues. 

First of all, there was basi- 
cally no public process prior to 
the design and development 
of the high-speed trail in ques- 
tion. The July 17 meeting that 
was claimed to be the approv- 
al process took place long af- 
ter the trail was already devel- 
oped, in place and in use. To say it was 
approved after it was built is like saying 
we don’t need permission because we 
grant our own forgiveness. 

One lightly publicized meeting that 
was steamrolled by a single interest 
group hardly justifies the claim that all 
interests have been considered. 

The only user group that was con- 
sulted by city staff prior to the devel- 
opment of the controversial trail was a 
small cadre of mountain bikers. They 
held secret meetings with city staff to 
push for turning this trail into a down- 
hill bomber bike run. 

I must add that this trail in a pre-de- 
veloped stage, while steep, had been 
in use for decades by horsemen and 
hikers. The exclusion of these users for 
a few high-skilled bike riders hardly 
seems “even handed” as one FMC com- 
mittee member claims. It is an insult to 
the rest of us to even suggest such con- 
siderations were made. 

There are numerous horseman asso- 
ciations in the county. The city failed to 
contact even one. I represent one of them 
as vice president and trail chairman. Our 
Northern California Horseman’s Associ- 
ation recently conducted two fundrais- 
ing events for the Community Forest and 
raised over $12,000. At no time were we 
consulted on an issue that would remove 
a historic horse trail and in general set a 
precedent that is designed to ultimately 
lessen available trails. Certainly we were 
not told this effort was in progress prior 
to our fundraising events. 

We submitted a letter to the City 
Council a month ago encouraging the 
city to maintain its shared trail policies 
rather than pursue segregating uses. 
This trail represents the very first Com- 
munity Forest trail that bikers don’t 
share with the rest of the community. 

I will add that both Mr. Halligan and 
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Mr. Furniss of the FMC both know me 
personally. Dennis used to bring his 
daughter to our home for horseback 
riding lessons and Michael used to 
live right next door. While the Forest 

: Management Committee was 
wondering how extensive the 
objections are, a simple phone 
call would have made that 
more obvious. 

Arcata’s Open Space and Ag- 
riculture Committee also has 
four horse owners sitting on 
that committee. We were not 
approached through that venue 
either. It remains unclear who 
in the community was involved in this 
decision aside from a few bikers.

It was shocking to read that the 
original Forest Management guide- 
lines were no longer relevant since the 
expansion of the Community Forest. I 
was surprised that Kevin Hoover did 
not ask the obvious questions; what 
management guidelines have been 
in use since that expansion? Have we 
been flying blind since then? What oth- 
er elements of the original guidelines 
are being ignored? 

More importantly why are we just 
now straying from our standard of 


shared use trails? How did that get 
decided? And when? Where is the 
transparency? At least one FMC mem- 
ber acknowledged their failings in the 
transparency department. The ques- 
tion of course remains; What are they 
going to do about it? 

For the most part mountain cyclists 
are very cordial. I personally have had 
only a few close calls with speeding 
bikes in the Community Forest but I 
do know other folks who have been run 
into or their dogs run over. 

I will continue to question why we 
are encouraging that type of activity in 
a small and precious network of com- 
munity trails when doing so will only 
increase these types of problems. 

Separating uses is but a small mind- 
ed way to “solve” a problem. Such an ap- 
proach simply does not take into account 
that it pencils out to fewer trails for us all. 

Frankly I am surprised the moun- 
tain bike community is willing to risk 
so much of their hard earned capital. 
What they are saying by pushing for 
these separate use and high speed spe- 
cialized courses is that they cannot ex- 
ist on shared use trails. 

They are also saying that they don’t 
want to share trails and the rest of the 
community should just go somewhere 
else because they have some Red Bull 
to work off. 

They are transforming from selfless 
trail advocates into selfish trail tyrants 
right before our eyes. I certainly hope 
they come to their senses and put their 
old hats back on. 

The other option could be to simply 
sell the whole Sunny Brae tract to the 
bikers since they are trying to take it over 
anyway. That way the rest of the commu- 
nity could recoup their investment. 

My suggestion first offered to the FMC 
a couple of months ago was to have city 
staff meet with a variety of user groups 
individually at first in order to gather 
specific needs and wants. Later involve 
all groups through their representatives 
at a more public venue. Then the city will 
be able to say they have not merely ca- 
pitulated to a single interest group but 
indeed involved the whole community. 
They cannot honestly say that right now. 

Communication with the public is 
an integral tool to achieve success with 
planning and management efforts.

HUMBOLDT - The Humboldt County Coroner’s Of- 
fice has disclosed toxicology reports on two individuals 
who recently passed away. 

Dylan Wade Ruiz, 23, of McKinleyville, died Oct. 16 
in a solo vehicle collision on State Route 299. He was 
found to have a blood alcohol level of .11, which is .03 
over the legal limit of .o8. Deputy Coroner Trevor En- 
rght said the blood alcohol level may have been a “con- 
tributing condition” in the early morning accident. Ruiz 
died of blunt force trauma to the head and chest. 

Christopher Eddie Williamson, 34, was found dead 
along State Route 255 in Arcata on Oct. 17.
